The address given by W. J. Button last 
evening in the city hall woo a very In¬ 
teresting one: Tbe speakers has fesd 25 
years’ experience in the work of explor¬ 
ing the Island. Ho outlined the geo¬ 
logical history at the Island, and then 
gave an account of the resources from 
a miner’s and lumberman's standpoint. 
In cou•*!union he outlined the course 
which be believed a railway should taka 
whitdi fought to reach tt;e north end 
of U»e I aland.
